MOSCOW, July 22 (UP).—I was listening to my radio | 


when the sirens screamed last night announcing Moscow’s 
first air raid of the war. 

Almost immediately a member of the house commit- 
tee rapped at the door and asked me to hurry to a shelter. 

The air raid started at 10 P. M. I was on the street at 
10:01 P. M. 

A boy on the roof of an adjacent building casually 
told me a small incendiary bomb had landed at his feet. 
He had picked it up and tossed it into a courtyard. It was 
a dud. i 

I went to the subway station in the Palace of the So- 
viets. Inside, along the platform or-on the tracks, were 
some 2,000 men and women and a few children. 

Everybody was calm. A middle-aged worker turned 
to me and said: 

“Don’t worry. Our air force will take care of the 
Nazis.” 

On the way to the station I saw the streets cleared of 
everybody but air raid wardens, nurses and policemen. -A 
policeman escorted me to the subway station. ~* 

Moscow had experienced air raid alarms before, but 
this was the real thing. Unlike previous alarms, many of 
those in the station had brought blankets and coats with 
them. They curled up and went to sleep. 

One matronly woman addressed her neighbor: 


“This is nothing when you consider that I have two 
sons at the front.” 

I heard no grumbling or complaining. After the first 
hour, the ice was broken and young men and women be- 
gan to flirt with each other. Conversation became general. 

The main topic of discussion was not the raid in par- 
ticular but the war in general. Most of those I heard ap- 
peared confident of ultimate victory. 

Mothers with children were permitted to sit on the 
stairs. All others squatted or slept on the tracks and in 
the aisles. An ‘armed policeman and civilian volunteers 
were on hand to keep order. Red Cross nurses stood by. 

I had to stay in the shelter for two hours,.by dint of 
much talk and flourishing of my press card, the police- 
man in charge would let me out. 

The roar of anti-aircraft guns filled the night. The 
A-A batteries appeared to be effective. They kept the 
bombers at a considerable distance. 

I toured the central portion of the city and found 


relatively little damage. I saw a few wrecked houses and 


a number of bomb craters. 
The raid lasted until 3:30 A. M. today. By 5 A. M. 
the capital had assumed an entirely normal appearance.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Hitler’s 
invasion of the Soviet Union in- 
creases the danger to the United 
States, said the National Emergency 
Committee of the Military Training 
Camps Association in a brief syb- 
mitted to the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Discussing America’s danger the 
brief said in part: 

“Now, we are witnessing the 
sudden and ruthless attack of 
Germany upon Russia. ... 

“If Russia be conquered or ren- 
dered helpless, Hitler’s conquests 
will have gone farther than those 
of any conqueror of modern 
times; his power will have in- 
creased to an extent that plainly 
constitutes a critical threat to 
every other country in the world.” 
The brief was an argument for 
extending the service of selectees in 
the army beyond the twelve-month 
periods, which begin to expire this 
fall. 

The brief was presented to the 
Senate by Grenville Clark, chair- 
man of the National Emergency 
Committee. It follows the general 
lines of policy laid down by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in his speech yes- 
terday. 


URGE EXTENSION 


General John McAuley Palmer, 

retired, former aide to General Per- 
shing and Colonel Archibald G. 
Thacher, former officer of the 
Seventy-seventh Division Command 
in France, also urged extension of 
the service period in arguments be- 
fore the Senate committee thé same 
day.

, “We believe that what the Con- 
gress and the whole people have 
to face is that a great and con- 
quering power is loose in the 
world; that the entire resources 
of an immensely powerful nation 
with a strong military tradition 
have been supremely organized, 
not only to conquer all of Europe 
but to dominate the whole world.

to our nation.” 

By June, 1040, said the brief, the 
Nazis had already seized Austria, 
Czechoslavia, Norway, Holland and 
Belgium. Nazi conquests have been 
relentlessly pursued till the present, 
the brief added.

Fines 4 Firms 


For Monopoly 


Plead Guilty to Tying 
Up Supplies of 
Fire Bricks 


(By United Press) 

Four companies and seven indi- 
viduals accused of causing a short- 
age of fire-rick needed for the 
smelting of defense metals threw 
themselves on the mercy of Federal 
Court yesterday and were fined «a 
total of $76,500. 

Samuel 8. Isseks, special assistant 
to the Attorney General, who prose- 
cuted the case, said the importance 
of the government victory could not 
be over emphasized. The specific 


o pleas entered to the indictments r>- 


turned last January were nolo con- 
tendere, a legal term which means 
the defendants do not contest the 
charges. 

The indictment asserted that the 
defendants had divided up the world 
trade in magnesite, a substance 
principally used on the bottoms and 
sides of furnaces and converters to 
permit smelting of iron, steel and 
copper at extremely high temper- 
atures. This division prevented the 
free flow of magnesite and mag- 
nesite brick, it was said. 

Three other foreign companies— 
one Swiss, one German and one 
Czechoslovak—-were named in the 
indictments, but it was uncertain 
whether Federal authorities would 
be able to reach them.

If two-thirds 
of the principal has been paid on 
date of maturity the remainder of 
the loan may be extended for five 
years. 


After announcing this loan, Fed- 
eral Loan Administrator Jesse Jones 
revealed that the Export-Import 
Bank has arranged to grant $16.090.- 
000 in credits to two Latin Amer- 
ican countries. A $10,000,000 credit 
will go to Chile for use in payment 
of purchases in the United States 
by the Chilean Fomento Corp. 

Colombia will get a $6,000,000 
credit for use in construction of 
Colombian public works. 


The British loan, Jones said, was 
made under a- law signed by the 
President on June 10, which in- 
creased the RFC's lending power by 
$1,500,000,000. He said the British 
pledged more than $700,000,000 in 
collateral. 


The funds will be available to 
finance British commitments now 
totalling $100,000,.000 a month. 
Jones said at a press conference 
that his agency would make addi- 
tional loans to the British “when 
they want them and if they have 
the security.” 


LONDON, July 22 (UP).—Sir

Why Layoffs of Auto Workers 


© The fact that the government’s pro- 
posal for a 59 per cent cut in auto production 
would result in an estimated layoff of 250,- 
000 workers, shows that something is wrong 
somewhere in the management of the de- 
fense program. 

Labor wants to see the defense program 
pushed to the maximum. But this means 
the employment of more workers, not less. It 
calls for the 100 per cent utilization of pres- 
ent plant capacity and-for the construction 
of new plants as fast as possible. If after 
such a program is adopted, it is still found 
necessary to curtail consumer goods to an 
extent—like automobiles—this must be done 
without creating unemployment and without 
profiteering. 

Such a program is necessary for the se- 
curity of the country. It can be achieved, it 
is evident, only if labor is permitted to play 
an active role in.the direction as well as the 
production of the defense program.

® Events in Bolivia are vivid proof of the 
Nazi menace to the Americas. The actions 
of the Bolivian goverfment in scotching a 
Nazi putsch and in ordering the expulsion 
of the Hitler consul Wendler will receive the 
approbation of the American people, as well 
as that of the Latin and South American 
peoples. 

Here is concrete evidence that the danger 
of Nazi penetration is real, not illusory. Here 
is the proof that Hitler is conducting a war 
over here seeking to get a foothold for Ger- 
man fascism in the Americas. This is in 
order to spread chaos and disunity and to 
split the growing anti-Hitler front in the 
Western Hemisphere. The recent dispute 
between Ecuador and Peru is an example of 
the strife which Hitler and his agents would 
promote in South and North America. 

Yet Nazi activities in Bolivia and other 
South American countries should come as no 
surprise. Earl Browder warned time and 
again that this would be the case and that 
unless the State Department observed a 
genuine good neighbor policy toward the 
Southern Republics, Nazi penetration would 
increase. For the stranglehold which the 
Wall Street banks and monopolies would 
clamp upon Latin America sets the stage 
for Nazi demagogues to stir up friction and 
pose as “liberators.” 

More than ever it is essential for the 
Administration to encourage the full inde- 
pendence and sovereignty of the Latin Amer- 
ican Republics and curb the heavy hand of 
Wall Street domination. This is the only way 
anti-Hitler unity can be developed and the 
yearnings of the Latin-American peoples for 
democracy met. Hitler's brazenness in bring- 
ing his war into the Americas emphasizes 
the necessity of unstinted aid to the Soviet 
and British peoples to assist the establish- 
ment of a Western Front in Europe and the

Citizenship for Labor 


®* The Herald Tribune says that unless 
labor supports the labor-industry advisory 
committee plan, it is failing to cooperate 
with the defense program. ~ With this as a 
criterion, the Tribune decides that Sidney 
Hillman and William Green are very “co- 
operative,” while Philip Murray and John L. 
Lewis are not. 

What is this advisory committee plan? 
It is a method of denying labor all voice in 
the defense program. Labor would have an 
advisory committee -in each industry. But 
this committee could have no voice in deci- 
sions. All decisions would be made by in- 
dustry through the OPM which it dominates. 

, Labor does not want to be relegated to 
any second-class citizenship. Since it is labor 
that must carry out the defense program, 
certainly labor should have a voice in its 
direction. In fact, the only guarantee that 
the defense program will be carried through 
effectively, is if labor not only advises, but 
helps decide. 

This is the purpose of the Murray in- 
dustry-labor council plan. This plan, calling 
for labor’s participation in decisions, is the 
real measure of labor’s readiness to co- 
operate. 


German-Americans Speak Out 


* Two German-American clubs—one in 
Manhattan's Yorkville, and the other: in Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin—have published resolu- 
tions calling for all aid to the Soviet Union 
and Great Britain in the fight against Hitler.

Red Army Knows How to Smash Encirclements; 
A Contrast to French Generals’ Surrender 


By Ilya Ehrenburg 
(Wireless to Intercontinent News) 

MOSCOW, July 22.—With the French campaign 
brought te a close, Hitler thought that he had 
fathomed the secret of victory. The tactics employed 
by the Germans were based cn psychological in- 
timidation of the enemy. The German generals, as it 
were, continued the work of the German diplomats. 
The advancing German tank columns accomplished 
more than the capture of towns; they destroyed the 
will to resist. 

In France these tactics stood Hitler in good stead. 
By thrusting his motcrized units forward, he encircled 
the enemy (sometimes it was only the illusion of en- 
circlement) and sowed panfe in the French High Com- 
mand. No cne can reproach the French soldier; 
wherever fighting did take place the French troops 
put up stiff resistance. But the army staffs were all 
too often manned by cowards or traitors for whom 
surrender was not the outcome of difficulties in 
strategy, but a political act. 

The French generals surrendered wholesale with 
the usual justification that “there is nothing to be done 
about it; we are encircled... .” 


Every day brought the Germans hundreds wf thou- 
sands of -@ar prisoners. Napoleon once said, “It is not 
enough to know the lay of the land, you must know 
the heart of your enemy.” 


THE RED ARMY “HEART” 


Hitler carefully worked out his plan of sudden at- 
tack on Soviet Russia. He counted on a repetition of 
the French campaign. His tank units wedged their 
way into Russian territory and Hitler expected a speedy 
climax. But he failed to count on one factor—‘the 
hed#t” of the Red Army. He was countered by soldiers 
who do not surrender, 


Certain army units found themselves surrounded 
by the enemy and the Germans lost no time in brag- 
ging that the number of war prisoners wculd be 
colossal. Then they changed the subject and began 
to talk about adverse weather conditions, about storm- 
ing fortifications, about certain Baron Munchausens 
who bring down a hundred Soviet planes every day. 


But what became of the Red troops that had been sur- 
rounded? They fought their way out of encirclement. 

The enemy counted on the capturing of the whole 
of X infantry division. Surrounded on all sides it 
seemed that its fate was sealed. But the men broke 
through the circle. Launching counter-attack after 
counter-attack, they demonstrated the tremendous of- 
fensive might of the Russian infaniry. One of the 
battalions commanded by Stepanets repelled six suc- 
cessive attacks and destroyed the whcle German regi- 
ment. The Germans were about to issue a triumphant 
statement to the effect that the surrounded X division 
had ben captured en masse. Instead they had to draw 
up long lists of fascist soldiers killed in action. 

X division fought its way back to cur lines. 

X brigade, operating against German landing par- 
ties, was suddenly encircled following a break-through 
by the German tanks and mechanized infantry. This 
was near the west Dvina River. All communicaticns 
were destroyed. 


By a super-human effort, the railwaymen restored 
the track. 

The brigade commanded by Colonel Gurov went 
through a series of terrific battles. 

Captain Kusmin was seriously wounded but re- 
fused to abandon his battalion.. The brigade fought 
its way through the enemy ring and saved the local 
population. In this cperation the Germans sustained 
heavy losses.

In them one feels the heart, pride and courage 
of the Red Army. Intimidation, threats of death 
and encirclement as methods of psychological pres- 
sure have proved of no avail. The Soviet com- 
manders live the life of their soldiers, have the 
same thoughts and the same sentiments. Every 
man realizes that it is a question of the life of the 
Soviet state, of the very existence of Soviet Russia. 

The Russian soldiers know that there is never a 
hopeless situation for the brave. 

Recently the papers carried a small news item 
which actually told a long story.

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Record Soviet Harvest Looms as Entire 
Nation Redoubles Energies for Defense 


(Wireless to Interecontinent News) 

MOSCOW, July 22.—The Soviet 
harvest is nearing its peak in 
scope. Thrbughout the vast grain 


fields the crop looms as bigger and 
better than last year and the pro- 
ductive energies of the people, 
harnessed to the will of a united 
determination to redouble the out- 
put, to build the resources of the 
nation, to work unceasingly for the 
destruction of their enemy, has led 
to yields which indicate some rec- 
ord results. 

In Central Asia, in the Trans- 
caucasus, in the Crimea, in Ord- 
jonikidize, and Krasnador terri- 
tories, large scale harvesting is in 
full swing. In the Kazakh Repub- 
lic, the Rostov region, and in the 
steppe districts of the Ukraine, 
harvesting is even now under way. 

The collective farms of the Geor- 
gian Republic gathered in by July 
10, six times more grain than dur- 
ing the same period last year. 

By July 15, the Krasnodar terri- 
tory had gathered in 59 per cent 
of all cereals or double last year’s 
figure. The grain harvest through- 
out the Soviet Union is a good one 
and according to all available data 
will greatly exceed last year's total 


yield. The grain deliveries greatly 
surpass last years: By July 10, the 
state received four and one half 
times the grain received during the 
same period last year. 


Grain keeps coming in a con- 
stant flow to the delivery centers 
and elevators of south Kazakshtan. 

The collective farms of the Alma 
Ata, Aurkestan, Arysk, and Sai- 
ramsk districts have completed 
their quotas. The departure of a 
large number of tractor drivers, 
and combine operators to the Red 
Army has not retarded the tempo 
of the harvesting. Their place was 
taken by other workers, many of 
them women. 

The harvesting is gaining ever 
greater scope in the Ukraine. With 
the harvest in full swing in the 
southern regions, a number of dis- 
tricts in the Kirovgrad and Kiev 
regiorls also started harvesting a 
rich grain crop. All able-bodied 
men and women are at work in the 
fields. Thousands of young women 
collective farmers have replaced 
the combine operators who have 
gone to the front. 

Over 2,000 women tractor drivers 
and hundreds of combine operators 
have been trained in the Kharkov 
region alone. 


About 1,500 women - 
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alone. About 1,500 women tracto® 
tractor drivers and combine opera- 
tors who work in the fields of 
Dnieprope:rovsk region are setting 
examples of high labor productivity. 
Everywhere the harvesting pace is 
higher than last year’s. 

By July 15, in all districts the 
number of hectares harvested with 
combines is double that by the same 
date in 1940. 

The urban working people of the 
Ukraine are rendering considerable 
aid to the collective farms. Over 
12,000 persons were sent to assist 
in the harvesting by the Kharkov 
institutes and schools alone. 

The collective farmers are vying 
for the right to be the first to de- 
liver grain to the state and to ful- 
fill the annual plan for grain de- 
liveries. 

The semi-annual plan for egg 
deliveries considerably exceeded, by 
several million, the eggs delivered 
last year. 

The collective farms of the Sara- 
tov region are daily increasing the 
grain deliveries to the state. The 
deliveries are being made’ from 
last year’s stocks. The majority of 
the districts in the Saratov region 
are delivering grain ahead of the 
fixed date.

The most severe insect bites are 
those of the black widow spider, the |

If pos- 
sible, the wound should be made to 


poisons, iodine should be applied, 
and cold compresses put in order to 
stop the pain. A doctor should see 
the patient, and he will often inject 
/an anesthetic solution around the 
bite in order to narrow the blood 
vessels and prevent the poison from 
being absorbed.

with English Commentary 
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On Peck Takes the

Roger Peckingpaugh, manager of the Cleveland In- 
dians, didn't begin our chat in his hotel room yesterday 
morning with any inspirational stuff about his boys roar- 
ing down the stretch to overtake the Yankees and win the American 
League pennant. Roger is a quiet, realistic man who played a lot of 
good baseball himself over a long period of years. He knows ball play- 
ers and he knows ball clubs. His Indians, before Feller went at the 
Yanks yesterday, were seven full games off the pace and that's a fair 
sized bulge for the middie of July. 

On the other hand, he has absolutely no notion of conceding the 
pennant to Di Maggio and company. Nor, he says, have his players. 

“We have a bood ball club and lots of teams have come from 
further back than this,” the lean, slightly gray, 48-year-old ex- 
shortstop star said, laying his hornrimmed glasses down. I've read 
a lot of stuff about our boys collapsing. There's been no collapse 


or anything like it. The Yanks have been on the hottest streak 
I've even seen a team go on in all my years in baseball. What 
is it now—20 out of 22 and 34 out of 407 You can’t do much 
with that kind of ball while it lasts. Remember we've gained 
on every other club in the league in the meanwhile. We haven't 
sbeen playing the kind of ball we should to win a pennant, true, 
but the kids have been in there all the time and it doesn't take 
too much to turn the tide. Mack hasn't been hitting at all and 
Trosky being out hurts. 

“We've been out of mighty few ball games. We had the tying 
run cut down at the plate in the second game with the Yanks 
and beat them in the third. There's no collapsing about that. 
If the Yanks win the pennant it's going to be because they've 

_picyed better ball. You won't find better morale or fighting 
spirit than you will on this Cleveland ball club.” 

Peck makes a practice of not talking about last year’s happenings. 
which saw the members of the Indians shock the diehards by presenting 
a mass petition for the dismissal of manager Oscar Vitt, documenting 
his tyrannica] rages and insults, his contempt for his players and his 
nervous incompetence under fire. For this simple democratic action 
later admitted by all to have been justified, the members of the In- 
dians were jumped on in many papers as cry babies, soreheads, quitters 
and what not. Attempts were made to wean some cf the stars awa) 
from the petitioning group, but they held firm and Vitt was replaced 
by Peck at season's end. 


The Wolves Were Waiting 


It was to be expected that the Indians would be taunted at the 
first opportunity by those who don't like the idea of ballplayers getting 
together for anything mpre than a game of poker. The sizzling duive 
of the Yanks which swept them pas: the Indians into a seven-game 
lead has given some of the jackals a chance to start yipping. The 
Indians, In second place with a record of 53 won and 36 lost, have now 
“fallen apart.” Which is obvious nonsense. 

“You can't take it away from the Yankees,” Peck reflected 
a bit ruefully. “They've really been great. But that kind of 
pace can't go on. At least.” he added with a smile, “I've never 
seen it zo on. But then I never saw a baliplayer hit in 4 
straight games either.” 

How much of the Yarkee spurt did he credit to the super-brilliance 
of Di Maggio? 

“Oh, quite a bit, I'd say. One man doing things like that can be 
a spark and everybody is lifted up along with him after a while 
we could use a streak ourselves, couldn't we? If Trosky got over those 
neadaches and began banging some long ones it would make a differ- 
ence: The rest may help him. Who's going today for the Yanks? 
Donald? We'll see how Hal feels. He thinks he's right again.” 

We chatted a bit on the Indian individuals. Peck is very high on 
Jeff Heath, socking left fielder (he was one of the special targets of 
Vit<’s venom last year and languished on the bench much of the season, 
hitting only .219. As of yesterday Jeff was socking .371 this year, be- 
hind only Ted Williams and Di Maggio). Keltner has been belting the 
ball and looking good, Peck said, and Boudreau has has been showing 
Signs of swinging back into last year’s form at bat. Biggest disappoint- 
ments beside Trosky have been second baseman Ray Mack, who has 
been doing practically nothing with the willow, and catcher Hemsley, 
Going little more. Their defection has left a gap at the bottom of 
the batting order. 

“Mack is out there plugging though,” Peck added. “He won't 
let his slump affect his fielding and Boudreau is keeping him 
from feeling bad about it. They're a great pair of kids. The fans 
love them. They made some plays against the Ynaks in the last 
series that had them screaming. 

“What's wrong with Milmar? Nothing's been wrong with him. 

He had some tough breaks for a while—lost a 2-0 game to the 
Yanks, a 1-0 game to Washington in 13 innings and then got hit 
hard a couple of times. Every pitcher has his bad days. Al will 
pitch tomorrow. He has his stuff and should get back in the win 


column. 
Shoved Feller Down 
“Bob? Oh, he’s just great. What a boy! We have to keep him 


from putting in too much work around the field the days he doesn’t 
pitch. He wants to be in perféct condition—legs and wind—and it 
seems he was overdoing a bit. He had tired in a couple of games, and 
I knew it wasn’t his arm. So I suggested he do a little less running 
around between starts—it might have helped, because he's looked bet- 
ter than ever.” 
I asked how.Keltner had felt about robbing Di Maggio of the 
hit that would have continued Joe’s record run. Peck grinned. “I 
guess it would be a better story if I told you he felt bad about 
it, but he didn’t. Not at all. Felt great in fact. That's base- 
ball. Then it was a good play in a close ball game. Di Maggio 
would feel the same way making a good catch if the situation 
were turned around. I think Joe is the kind of team man who 
thought more of the game than his streak—though there was no 
getting away from the pressure it brought on. He’s just great— 
just a wonderful player.” 
I mentioned the fact that Satchel] Paige, Negro pitcher called by 
Di Mag the greatest he had ever faced, had drawn 27,000 fans to the 
Stadium Sunday and asked Peck if he had ever seen the Negro stars 
Play and how he felt about the Jim Crow ban that barred them. 


Lauds Negro Stars 


“Oh, we've all seen them. Paige is great and so are many 
of the others. They would star in the big time, they belong, 
there can't be any doubt of that. But it’s not up to the managers 
—you know that. Most of the boys on the team have played 
with Negro boys in exhibitions on the Coast after the season. 
Feller pitched out there in Los Angeles last year. He'll tell you 
how good some of those Negro boys are.” 
It was time to move on uptown to the lair of the terrible Yankees. 

“I guess two out of three in this series won't hurt you any?” 
Peck put his glasses back on and stretched. 

“I'll like three straight even better.” 


But he'll settle for two.
